Nationalists

WASHINGTON, Ml — President 


Eisenhower apparently is assured 
of strong support in Congress for 
his expected move opening the way 
for nationalist forays from 
For- 


mosa against the Communist China 
mainland. 


Four authoritative officials told 


this reporter thai— barring a last- 
minute change in plans— the Pre- 
sident will announce in his State 
of the Union message Monday he 
is releasing Ihe Seventh Fleet from 
its duty at Formosa. 


This would wipe out a June 27, 


1950. 
order by former President 


Truman under which 'he fleet has 
neutralized Formosa. It has stood 
by ready to defend Nationallsl-held 
Formosa from allack and at the 
same time has prevent Chiang Kai- 
shekts forces from carrying 
out 


air and sea operations against the 
mainland. 


One effect of the expected move 


would be to release Chiang's Na- 
tionalists for commando-type raids 
and possibly air strikes against the 
mainland.
